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FOREWORD 


The need for complete, accurate, and factual information on sponsors, facilities, services and attractions is 
self-evident in the business of touring the performing arts. This is especially true for touring in Canada 
where the relationship of interested communities and the immense size and nature of the country makes 
careful planning and co-ordination of tours absolutely essential. 


Over the past year and a half, the Touring Office of the Canada Council has been aware of the basic touring 
needs of Canadian artists and sponsors, and has been in a position to assess the necessity of relevant touring 
information. It is clear that there is a lack of shared information on the availability of performing artists; on 
established and potential sponsors; on technical specifications of performing facilities; and of information 
on available touring services. 


In attempting to collect and co-ordinate as much of this information as possible under a single publication 
that will be updated annually, it is our intention to meet the demand for information by the performing 
arts touring industry as well as keep abreast of the growing interest of the general public. 


The first issue is not exhaustive but does contain a great deal of information about touring attractions, 
potential sponsors, facilities, services, and related general information. Please note that inclusion in the 
Touring Directory does not necessarily constitute an endorsement of a particular listing by the Touring 
Office or the Canada Council. The function of the Directory is to provide information on programming 
alternatives or touring venues. It is up to the user to decide which attraction or tour routing to select. The 
information provided should expand the choice of alternatives and help the user make quicker and more 
efficient decisions. 


The collecting of information for the first issue of the Touring Directory of the Performing Arts in Canada 
has been an important venture. We are grateful to the many contributors for their time and effort in 
completing the various questionnaires, and in many cases, for compiling the numerous lists of contacts. We 
are especially grateful to those individuals who gave so much of their time to complete the work involved, 
especially Lynne Dickson and Krystyna Szymanski, the co-ordinators. We must also thank the following for 
their contribution and co-operation: Arts and Culture Centre, Newfoundland; Nini Baird; Canada Council; 
Canadian Opera Company: Pierre-René Goupil; David Haber; Mossie Hancock; John Hayes of Billboard

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INTRODUCTION 


The Touring Directory of the Performing Arts is divided into four main sections: Attractions, Facilities, 
Services and Sponsors. All the information for the Directory was compiled by the Touring Office of the 
Canada Council and, with the exception of the Services section, was based on material solicited and 
received from those listed. Submissions received after August 31, 1974 were not included but will be 
considered for the next issue. The artists and companies listed under Attractions were ultimately chosen by 
a selection committee established by the Touring Office of the Canada Council. They were selected on the 
basis of their professionalism, previous performances, and availability for touring. 


ATTRACTIONS 


The Attractions section covers Dance, Music and Theatre. For easy reference, each is sub-divided into 
categories which are listed alphabetically. 


FACILITIES 


The Facilities section provides front-of-house, stage and backstage specifications of various types of 
auditoria such as theatres, cultural centres or school halls. The auditoria are listed alphabetically by city 
within each province or territory. The number in parenthesis after the provincial heading — Newfoundland 
(709) — is the telephone area code. In provinces where there are more than one, the area code is listed with 
the telephone number of each contact person. The number in parenthesis after each city denotes its 
population i.e. Winnipeg (540,262). 


SERVICES 


The Services section is an alphabetical list of people, events, organizations and publications useful not only 
to those involved with touring the performing arts, but also to those concerned with the performing arts in 
general. Arts Councils, Festivals, and Provincial Arts Organizations are listed by province or territory. 


SPONSORS 


The Sponsors section presents people and/or organizations available for arranging performances. Under each 
province or territory they are listed alphabetically by city. 


GENERAL 


As the Touring Directory is available from Information Canada a list of its bookshops is given. Also 
provided is a Metric Conversion Table, a Ready Reference Calendar and a list of Holidays and Special Days 
for 1975 and 1976.

The Grands Ballets Canadiens was founded by Madame Ludmilla Chiriaeff in 1958. In 1959, 
the Grands Ballets Canadiens took part in the Jacob’s Pillow Festival and in 1964 the 
company was fortunate in attracting home, Fernand Nault, who has become a well-known 
dancer and ballet master with the American Ballet Theatre. Mr. Nault became Associate 
Director, Anton Dolin, an honorary director, has contributed both as choreographer and 
advisor, Canadian choreographer, Brydon Paige, became resident choreographer in 1963. 
The Company appeared at EXPO’67 in a programme featuring Anton Dolin’s Giselle and 
Fernand Nault’s Carmina Burana. Carmina Burana has since formed the mainstay of a 
trilogy of works to the music of Car] Orff in a unique repertoire which the Company 
performed on its first European tour in 1969. A highlight of this tour was the award of 
first prize from the Université de la Danse de Paris, to the Company by Serge Lifar for the 
production of John Butler’s Catulli Carmina. In 1970, the Company performed Fernand

Nault’s Symphony of Psalms at Saint Joseph’s Oratory in Montreal during Holy Week — the 
first time a ballet had been danced in a major North American Catholic institution. In 
October of 1970, the Grands Ballets Canadiens opened its first full season at Place des Arts 
with a rock dance spectacular called Tommy. Tommy toured throughout the U.S.A. and 
Canada with four return engagements to New York. During early 1972, the Grands Ballets 
Canadiens presented a varied season in Ottawa, Montreal and Quebec City, in the form of 
two series. The first was entitled An Evening of Stravinsky. Three different ballets by 
different choreographers were presented: Firebird a new version of the Russian folk tale by 
Maurice Béjart; Jeu de Carte, by Brian MacDonald; and Symphony of Psalms 

choreographed by Fernand Nault. The second was the premiere of three new ballets created 
by members of the Grands Ballets Canadiens. Ceremony — Fernand Nault’s latest work 

was inspired and performed to Pierre Henry’s composition with the English rock group 
Spooky Tooth. Young choreographer Daniel Jackson collaborated with painter / set 

designer Claude Girard to create On Est 00,016 pour Assurer Votre Confort, which also 
premiered an original score by Michel Hinton. Lawrence Gradus, then a soloist with the 
Company and assistant-director of Les Compagnons de la Danse, offered his first work called 
Cage — a ballet danced in total silence which is a penetrating look at human nature. In 

the 1972-73 season three new works were premiered — /care by Lucas Hoving, Cordes by 
Brian MacDonald and Trip by John Butler. The Grands Ballets Canadiens began its 1973-74 
season somewhat belatedly, due to financial crises with The Nutcracker, in December 1973. 
Attached to the Company is the newly established Ecole Supérieure de Danse for advanced 
students who wish to make dance their career. The Academy of the Grands Ballets Canadiens 
is now headquartered in Montreal, and serves as the nucleus for a large network of 28 schools 
throughout the Province. Elementary instruction is given in the branch schools and a full 
range of classes from elementary to advanced and specialty courses are offered in Montreal. 
In addition, a second troupe was founded in 1970, Les Compagnons de la Danse which was 
created to serve a ballet public in smaller communities as well as school and college audiences.

The National Ballet began its first rehearsals in the summer of 1951 and presented its 

first theatrical performance that November. For Miss Franca, those early years were 

daunting ones — Canada had no theatrical tradition to speak of, audiences were not exactly 
clamouring for dance, there were no acceptable dance teaching standards, and there was 
neither money to finance a new dance company nor proper theatres for it to perform in. 

Yet Miss Franca introduced in the first five years of the Company’s operation complete 
productions of Giselle, Swan Lake, and The Nutcracker. In the area of contemporary classics,

she added during the same period Antony Tudor’s Lilac Garden, Offenbach in the Underworld, 
Gala Performance and Dark Elegies, and gave creative Opportunities to such Canadian 
choreographers as David Adams, Kay Armstrong, Joey Harrison, Grant Strate and Don Gillies. 
In 1959, the National Ballet School was founded with Betty Oliphant as Director. Since 

that time, the school has grown to a point where it can now provide trained male and female 
dancers to all Canadian companies and to many in Europe and U.S.A. With the advent of 
large theatres in Montreal and Toronto, John Cranko’s Romeo and Juliet was brought to 

the stage and in the 60’s the repertoire was eventually expanded to include such productions 
as: Peter Wright’s Giselle, Celia Franca’s The Nutcracker and Erik Bruhn’s Swan Lake and 
La Sylphide among many one act works. Romeo and Juliet was telecast by the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, and won the Prix René Barthelemy at the Monte Carlo Television 
Festival. Dancers of international renown have accepted invitations to appear as guest 

artists such as Canadian born Melissa Hayden and Lynn Seymour, Erik Bruhn, Marcia 
Haydee, Rudolf Nureyev, Edward Villella, Suzanne Farrell and Mikhail Baryshnikov. 
Choreographers of international reputation continue to be represented in the repertoire such 
as Balanchine, Tudor, Cranko, Macmillan, de Valois, Bruhn, Petit, Flindt, Arpino, Vesak, 
Neumeier. The Company has proved itself successful at various international ballet competitions 
such as in Varna, Bulgaria in 1966 and 1970, and at the Moscow International Ballet Competition 
in 1973. The Company was given the honor of opening Canada’s National Arts Centre in 
Ottawa with a special commissioned work, Kraanerg, in 1969. In 1970 Canada’s National 
Ballet was the only classical dance company to be invited to perform at the World Festival 
of Expo'70 in Osaka. That same year, the Company’s television version of Cinderella won 

an Emmy Award. In 1972 the company made its first visit to Europe and appeared in 
London, Stuttgart, Paris, Brussels, Glasgow and Lausanne. For the 1972-73 and 1973-74 
seasons Rudolf Nureyev appeared as guest artist and also mounted his version of The 
Sleeping Beauty. The televised version of the production won another Emmy for the 
Company and for CBC producer Norman Campbell. During the aforementioned season the 
Company toured coast-to-coast Canada and USA under Hurok Management. These tours 
included three engagements at the Metropolitan Opera House in New York. In the fall 

of 1973 the Company returned to Western Canada stopping at Edmonton, Calgary, 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon and Regina and in the fall of 1974 toured Eastern Canada on an 

eight city itinerary of Quebec and the Atlantic Provinces. The Company annually visits 
London, Windsor, Hamilton, and Ottawa in Ontario and hopes to expand to include annual 
visits to Montreal and Quebec City. The Company performs in Toronto late fall, over the 
Christmas Season and during the early spring. In April 1975 the Company will make its 
second trip to Europe returning to London, England and will perform in The Hague, 
Eindhoven and Amsterdam in The Netherlands. In the summer of 1975 the Company is 
scheduled to return to the Metropolitan Opera House in New York as well as appear at 
Ontario Place in Toronto, which is an annual occurrence. In the fall of 1975 the Company 
will appear in Montreal and in Western Canada again. David Haber, resigning from former 
positions with the National Arts Centre in Ottawa, became co-Artistic Director with Miss 
Franca in April 1973. On June 30, 1974, Miss Franca stepped down as Artistic Director 

and Mr. David Haber assumed full responsibility of the National Ballet in that position.

The Royal Winnipeg Ballet carries with them onto the world’s stages the best of Canadian 
artistry mixed with the works of de Mille, Ashton, Balanchine, Feld, Butler, Bolender, 
Neumeier, Smuin and other international choreographers. The Canadians who have outfitted 
the Company include sculptors Ted Bieler and Walt Redinger, composer Harry Freedman, 
costume designer Suzanne Mess and choreographers Brian Macdonald, Paddy Stone and 
Norbert Vesak. The Royal Winnipeg Ballet proudly bears the regal title granted by Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1953 — the first to receive a royal charter in the entire Commonwealth of 
British nations. After tours of Australia, Russia, France, Czechoslovakia, Italy and the United 
States in the past seasons, the Royal Winnipeg Ballet toured Canada from coast to coast. 
215,846 people saw the Company in 33 cities during the 1973 season. Tours of South 
America and Europe have recently been completed for the 1973-74 season.

For the last ten years Anjali’s life has centred around the classical dances of India. Through 
study and practice, and through intimate association with the atmosphere of the dance, 
Anjali has become completely absorbed into this ancient tradition. During the last few 
summers Anjali has performed and lectured throughout Canada. Some of her performances 
have included: the National Arts Centre, the Stratford Shakespearean Festival, the Learned 
Societies conference (Kingston), The Indo-Canadian societies that have sponsored her 
programmes are those of: Calgary, Edmonton and Regina. Touring Presentation Recital — 
two hours with appropriate commentary, including three styles of Indian Classical dance: 
Bharata Natyan, Odissi, Kuchipudi. Performance and lecture demonstration — ¥2 hour 

lecture dem. followed by 45min dance recital. Lecture Demonstration and / or Master Class — 
one hour including 35mm slides illustrating the dance history, Pakhawaj (drum) accomp. 
Children’s Show — one hour aimed at the 8-13’s or 14-17’s; emphasizes the Indian myths, 
includes limited audience participation. Touring repertoire: Bharata Natyam — invocatory 
items such as Allaripu Geetham, Todai Mangalam, Kowtwums; Jettiswaram pure dance; 
Varnan the central and most elaborate dance and musical form containing mime and complex 
thythm; Padams, Javalis, Kirtanas, small mimetic stories; Thillana pure dance: Odissi — 
Mangala Charana invocatory prayer; Bottu poses from temple sculpture incorporated into the 
dance; Pallavi pure dance; Ashtapadis and other mimetic songs: Kuehipudi — Jettiswaram 
pure dance; Vedalaira pure dance and mime; Manduka Shabdam and Dassavatara, both these 
items are mime with rhythm containing a strong mythological story. As in all classical 

dance forms Indian Classical Dance is choreographed for Indian Classical music. For example, 
just as the ‘Pas de Deux’ is the name of a dance form as well as the music to which it is 
performed, so are Varnam, Thillana, Pallavi, etc. names of Indian Classical dances as well 

as their musical form. There are endless numbers of these. The variation is in the rag (tune), 
tal (time structure) and sahitya(poetry). The three styles of East Indian Classical dance 

that Anjali performs are: Bharata Natyam, Odissi, and Kuchipudi. She has a repertoire of 
over 15 hours.

Anjali hopes to introduce East Indian culture to the uninitiated as well as provide authentic 
teaching and performing to connoisseurs of East Indian Classical dance. She has a large 
collection of slides of Indian temple architecture and others illustrating Indian culture, as well 
as a thorough grounding in the texts in which the theoretical aspects of the dance are 

written. A slide projector for 35 mm slides, tape recorder playing at 7%", preferably stereo, 
would be required.

Bharatha Natyam is the most ancient and classical dance style of India, dating back more than 
2000 years. Formerly danced only by “deva dasis” (female temple dancers) in the Hindu 
temples of Tamil Nad in South India, it is today danced as a solo style by both women and 
men. Since shifting from the temple to the concert stage, Bharatha Natyam is often performed 
in groups and in dance-dramas. Bharatha Natyam is a form of dedication to God and is an 
elegant and dignified style although it vividly depicts emotions of the human animal and 
celestial life. It is an art combining rhythmic patterns of the feet, sculpturesque poses of the 
body and limbs, intricate gestures of the hands, and varied expressions of the face. Dances 

can be of two types — those consisting of poses and rhythms with no specific meaning, and 
those telling stories taken from the Hindu religious epics and legends. Bharatha Natyam is a 
synthesis of dance, music, literature, philosophy, sculpture, painting, and icon making. 
Maureen Sanderson was born in Canada and studied various forms of dance from childhood. 
She attended the University of British Columbia and later the University of Washington, 
studying drama and then went to London, England to do further training in dance and drama. 
There she met Balasundari, the famous exponent of the Kalakshetra style of Bharatha 
Natyam. She studied with her for 4 years and in 1971 gave her Arangetram (traditional Indian 
ceremonial debut). She studied further with Balasundari, as well as performing on stage and 
television, teaching, and giving lecture-demonstrations. She then returned to North America 
and received a scholarship from the “‘American Society for Eastern Arts” and the Canada 
Council to do master classes in San Francisco with Balasaraswati. In 1972-73 she returned 

to Canada to give performances, guest classes, and make a documentary on Bharatha Natyam 
for educational television. She did advanced studies in India for one year with Adyark, 
Lakshman, Shrimathi Kalanidhi, Shanta and Dhananjayan. In Madras she was a member of the 
“Bharatha Kalanjali” Indian Dance Company and gave numerous performances with them, as 
well as her own solo performances in India and Ceylon.

NOTES: If classical ballet is mostly filled up with a charm of a little obsolete pantomime, modern 
ballet wants to be more directly the interpretor of our world in evolution. In this way, the 
Ballets Modernes du Québec have created, since their foundation in 1966, eight ballets that 
show a constant evolution in their search for the most authentic beauty and the most 
authentic art. The adventure they offer themselves, contains a challenge: the instalment of 
pure corporal expression, in the New World, the dance relieved of all its rubbish, the dance 
as the first source of human expression. The Ballets Modernes du Québec do not present the 
star with an extraordinary reputation: it is THEY who, guided by a common anxiety, want to 
express through art, an aspect of all different human sentiments. None of all communications 
is more complete, more efficient or deeper than when feelings like fear, joy, love, anguish are 
translated by corporal expression, music, poetry and other theatrical means. They give the 
spectator a greater freedom of interpretation and imagination, because he is not locked up 
by the confined signification of one artistic expression alone with very severe rules and 
technical restrictions. They propose a situation without imposing it and in their artistic 
interpretation their techniques remain independent. Their art wants to be free: freedom of 
expression, freedom of interpretation, sentimental freedom.

Judy Jarvis creates and performs in works for the Judy Jarvis Dance and Theatre Company. Her 
studies and performances in dance have taken her from Toronto to New York to West Berlin 
to London to Cologne to Zurich to Paris and back to Toronto over a period of thirteen 

years. In 1971 she founded the Judy Jarvis Dance Company, and the Judy Jarvis Dance 
Studio, Toronto. A company of five dancers performed for Prologue for the Performing Arts 
in Ontario, and the full Company of twelve dancers performed in several Ontario theatres. 
Performances at Toronto’s Learning Resources Centre, Ottawa’s National Arts Centre, London 
England’s The Place Theatre, and West Berlin’s Academy of the Arts led to the founding of 
Toronto’s Performing Arts Circle, which in 1974 became the Judy Jarvis Dance and Theatre 
Company. Members of the Company are usually Canadians wishing a career in the 

performing arts. The work People:people is an original dance and theatre piece. Miss Jarvis 
choreographed this work as though through the eye of the camera, bringing into emphasis 
unexpected focus on angles, movements, sounds, and ways of behaving. For example, in the 
opening Song of the Wine, we see a beautiful woman, resembling Greta Garbo, elegantly eating 
at a dinner table set for two. Her companion never appears and her loneliness leads her to 

the wine and to fantasies of her imagination. The table is too high, a hand appears from 
nowhere, and all things float away from her world. In Three Women the hilarious Ms. Blacklack 
fumbles in her bottomless purse, filled with cutlery, while the ethereal B. glides from place to 
place, luggage in hand, and a delighted Nora tries to find a place to sit down to admire her 
imaginary paintings. In The Watchers we see the moving result of a bent old person watching a 
lithe young dancer. This becomes a poignant memory of youth — finely performed with the 
adagio music of Cimarosa. In Pozzo we see the victim of too many possessions. The end is 
accompanied by the dazzling original music of Janko Jezovsek, especially composed for 
People: people, and includes the whole company of dancers and actors. Breath Poems area 
series of solo dance pieces performed by Miss Jarvis. Pierre Oullet has been commissioned to 
create the music. Just Before and In Between is a theatre work done in blinding white decor, 
broken with glass, geometric shapes. The older works, Ophelia, Sun, Street, Bird are solo 
performances.

NOTES: In August 1968, Peter Randazzo and David Earle returned to Toronto from London, 
England with the intention of founding a modern dance school and company. John Sime agreed 
to sponsor the venture. In September, Patricia Beatty, founding director of the New Dance 
Group of Canada, offered this as the basis for the Toronto Dance Theatre. The combination of 
both projects enabled the Toronto Dance Theatre to emerge almost immediately as a 
professional school and company. They directed a company of 10 dancers in their first season 
of 8 works. Since then a repertoire of 45 original dance works has been created and over 30 
musical scores have been commissioned. The Company has travelled extensively in Ontario 
giving performances in secondary schools, arts centres, churches, community colleges and 
universities. Each year the Company has offered a fall and a spring season in Toronto and has 
performed in Ottawa at the National Arts Centre. In the spring of 1972, the Company 
performed in London, England. The Company toured to Paris and Belfort, France, throughout 
the Northeastern United States and Canada in 1974. Several television programs have been 
made with the Company including the C.B.C.’s nationally broadcast *“Toronto Dance Theatre 
in London”. Their list of film and television credits include documentary and educational 
films made by the National Film Board, CITY and CBC TV, the O.E.C.A. and the Ontario 
Institute for Studies in Education. In addition to its performing activities, the Company 
continues to operate the Toronto Dance Theatre School offering 35 classes per week in 
modern dance to over 300 students.

The Canadian Brass is a classically oriented group whose repertoire includes popular works, 
ranging from Beatle suites to Joplin rags, and performed with the same sincerity as Bach or 
Josquin des Prez. Special works arranged by the group themselves are included in their 
repertoire including such works as the group’s own version of the opera Carmen and The 
Poet and the Peasant.

New Music Concerts is a contemporary music series now going into its fourth season. The 
series was launched in Toronto in Jan 1972 by Canadian flutist and composer Robert Aitken 
who acts as musical director, and Norma Beecroft, a Canadian composer and CBC music 
commentator who is president of the series. Created to provide an outlet for contemporary 
composers to hear their own works in performance and to foster a more vital approach to 
music, New Music Concerts features works by both Canadian composers and composers from 
all around the world. Mostly written during the past five years, the music often provides 

the suspense of first hearings, as well as exposure to novel instrumental combinations, 
multi-media creations, electronic music, spatially-conceived works and highly theatrical 
goings-on not often encountered in the concert hall. Performances include such Canadian 
artists as soprano Mary Morrison, pianist John Hawkins, percussionists John Wyre and Robin 
Engleman, harpist Erica Goodman, flutist Robert Aitken and members of the Canadian 
Brass and the Toronto Winds.

Purcell String Quartet, all former leading members of the Vancouver Symphony Orchestra, 
have been Quartet-in-Residence at Simon Fraser University since 1972. Formed in Vancouver, 
this Canadian Quartet made its debut in 1969. Since then, they have continued to earn press 
acclaim and develop their own growing audience through concerts in B.C., CBC and BBC 
broadcasts and tours in North America and England.

NOTES: The Sunship Ensemble is a Canadian-based improvisational group whose nucleus is comprised 
of Alan Sharpe and Gregg Simpson, formerly of the New Atlantis Houseband. They work 
in new forms of experimental musical textures, ethnic-inspired rythmic concepts and what 
they see as forms uniting contemporary concepts and the music of the ancient or pre-deluge 
world.

The Toronto Mendelssohn Choir was founded in 1894, by Dr. Augustus Stephen Vogt. 

His aim was to create a disciplined singing society whose tonal quality and expression 
would resemble that of a fine orchestra. The Toronto Mendelssohn Choir has become one 
of the finest anywhere — able to handle with ease choral works by such diverse composers 
as Bach, Beethoven, Vaughan Williams, Stravinsky and Penderecki. The tradition of 
quality started by Vogt has been built over the years under the successive leadership of 
conductors Herbert Fricker, Ernest MacMillan, Frederick Silvester, Walter Susskind and 
now Elmer Iseler. At the great choral festivals in Toronto during the first quarter of 

the century the choir came under the batons of such conductors as Leopold Stokowski and 
Fritz Reiner. When Sir Ernest MacMillan took over from Dr. Fricker in the early years of the 
Second World War, he started a 15 year association with the Mendelssohn Choir that was to 
see such fine young Canadian singers as Jon Vickers and Lois Marshall brought to the 
attention of the public. Elmer Iseler became conductor in 1964, and he already had a close 
familiarity with the choir; had joined it as a singer in 1950, and had been picked by Sir 
Ernest to assist at rehearsals. In 1968, the Festival Singers, a professional group of 32 
voices founded by Mr. Iseler in 1955 became part of the Mendelssohn Choir, which thus 
became the first amateur-professional group in Canada. The TMC has two choirs: the large 
TMC (approximately 175 — 180 voices) and the “Mendelssohn 100 voice” choir. Both 
include the Festival Singers of Canada. The 100 voice is more mobile, can fit into smaller 
areas Which cannot accommodate the large choir, e.g. churches, smaller stages, broadcasting 
and recording studios. Both choirs can perform concerts which (a) use full orchestra, 

(b) with small chamber ensembles, (c) with organ or piano only and (d) a cappella. 

Both choirs perform choral music of the very highest standard. Repertoire includes both 
secular and sacred music from many periods of music literature. Both choirs are known for 
their performances of contemporary and Canadian compositions. Programmes presented 
can be of two general types: (a) single work concert, e.g. a large oratoris (Handel’s 

Messiah, Penderecki’s St. Luke Passion, Bernstein’s King David, etc.), (b) a mixed concert 
of various works. This type of concert can be wholly presented by one choir or can also 
feature separate works performed by smaller groups within the organization (e.g. Festival 
Singers)

Norman Symonds, 
Sol Chapman, Ron Collier and other leading Canadian composers have written original 
works for Fred Stone as a contribution to his medium of expression. At this time he is 

also musician/composer in residence at Centennial College, Scarborough. Fred Stone also 
performs with his quartet, “Fred Stone Quartet”, and his seventeen piece orchestra, ‘Fred 
Stone Orchestra.”

NOTES: The National Tour of the Canadian Opera Company has been touring since 1958, and it is 
the full Company plus sets and costumes which go on tour. The first opera to tour was 
Rossini’s The Barber of Seville. The repertoire has since been increased by seven more 
operas: The Merry Wives of Windsor by Otto Nicolai, Orpheus In The Underworld by Jacques 
Offenbach, La Boheme by Giacomo Puccini, Women are Like That (Cosi Fan Tutte) by 
Mozart, Die Fledermaus by Johann Strauss jr., Carmen by George Bizet, Don Pasquale by 
Gaetano Donizetti. Because of distances, each year the tour is alternated between the East 
and West.

NOTES: The Montreal Symphony Orchestra was founded in the fall of 1934 under the name of 
Société des Concerts Symphoniques de Montréal. The first concert was given in Plateau 
Hall, January 14, 1935. The Conductor was Rosario Bourdon and the Music Director, 
Wilfrid Pelletier. The initial season included seven concerts. In 1953, the Orchestra became 
the Montreal Symphony Orchestra with the French equivalent of ?Orchestre symphonique 
de Montréal in accordance with the bilingual character of Canada. During the first seven 
years, the Orchestra had no permanent conductor and would invite famous guest conductors. 
In 1940, the late Belgian conductor, Désiré Defauw, was named Music Director and principal 
conductor. Dr. Defauw held the post until the late forties when the Orchestra returned to 
the policy of guest conductors. In 1958, Igor Markevitch was named conductor in charge 
and in the spring of 1961, the young Bombay-born musician, Zubin Mehta, was ence 
Music Director. Franz-Paul Decker succeeded him in 1967. November 16, 1935, a renowned 
Canadian musician Wilfrid Pelletier, conducted the first Matinée Symphonique, a new series 
of concerts for young people. An English counterpart was inaugurated on October 22, 
1947, also under the direction of Dr. Pelletier. The two principal series of concerts, Les 
Grands Concerts and the Gala Concerts, begin late September. The MSO has given 
numerous concerts in Ottawa, Toronto, Quebec City, Three Rivers, Sherbrooke and 
Plattsburg, N.Y. The Orchestra has also visited Switzerland, Belgium, the Soviet Union, 
Austria and France, and in 1970 performed in Osaka, Japan, during the World Festival of 
Expo ‘70. Rafael Frithbeck de Burgos, Artistic Director of the National Orchestra of 
Madrid will become Artistic Director and Conductor of the Montreal Symphony Orchestra 
at the beginning of the 1975-76 season for a period of three years. The programming for 
the 1974-75 season consists of works by: Ravel, Strauss, Beethoven, Ginastera, Sibelius, 
Mendelssohn, Shostakovitch, Rachmaninoff, Rossini, Grieg, Tchaikovsky, Mozart, Holst, 
Ives, Saint-Saens, Schubert, Mahler, Wagner, Schoenberg, Brahms, Bruckner and Bach.

NOTES: The presentation in 1902 of the Oratorio Le paradis perdu by Théodore Dubois has in a way 
contributed to the inception of a symphony orchestra in Quebec City. The young musicians 
who had participated in this presentation conceived the idea of forming a symphony 
orchestra in Quebec City and asked Vézina to become director. The following year a few 
experienced musicians came to join their ranks. February 3, 1903 was the founding date of 
the O.S.Q. In 1907 it won first prize in a musical and literary contest organized by Lord 
Grey in Ottawa. The same year it played at the Monument national in Montreal. In spite 
of difficulties the Orchestra succeeded in presenting concerts every season. Although few in 
number — sometimes three or four in a season — they were enough to show the efforts 
that had been done to keep alive the taste for music. Soon new young professional musicians 
joined the ensemble and gave it a growing professional character. Robert Talbot, Director 
of the School of Music of PUniversité Laval and J.-A. Gilbert, Belgian violinist, took turns 
directing the Orchestra. Meanwhile Quebec had witnessed the creation of a new group known 
as le Cercle philharmonique. In 1942 the orchestra merged with it. Edwin Bélanger became 
its director and stayed until 1950 at which time Wilfrid Pelletier became Musical Director 
of the O.S.Q. where he stayed until 1966. In 1960 Frangoys Bernier was named General 
Director. The year 1960 marks a very important date for the Orchestre symphonique de 
Québec for it became permanent on that date. Since then it has known intense activity and 
given approximately 70 concerts a year in Quebec City and other cities of the Province. The 
O.S.Q. also strives to reflect the French character of Quebec. They achieve this by having 
resident conductors, guest conductors and soloists and in the programming where the 
accent is put on French music. Another important contribution of the O.S.Q. to the artistic 
life in Canada is the importance it gives to the music of our country. Quebec makes it a point 
to play new works by Canadian composers and one no longer counts the number of works which 
have been played first in Quebec City. For the 1974-75 season the O.S.Q. has programmed

In the early 1920’s a group of theatre musicians banded together to play a series of ‘Twilight 
Concerts’. With the eclipse of the silent film, the musicians could no longer find work in 

the cinemas, and it became possible for the first time to extend the range of the Orchestra. 

In 1931, it came under the direction of Dr. Ernest MacMillan, later to be knighted for his 
services to music. During the 25 years which followed, concerts became longer, the season 
was extended, and the great names began coming to Toronto. Chaliapin and Gigli came to 
sing, Jascha Heifetz and José Iturbi to play, Stravinsky and Enesco, Sir Thomas Beecham 

and Sir Adrian Boult to conduct. Sir Ernest MacMillan’s place was taken by Walter Susskind 
in 1956. There was to follow a period in which the Toronto Symphony continued to improve 
its standards. In 1963, the Orchestra played at Carnegie Hall. Walter Susskind founded 

the National Youth Orchestra, from which the Toronto Symphony now recruits many of 

its young members. 1965 brought to the Toronto Symphony a relatively unknown young 
conductor, Seiji Ozawa. His effect on the orchestra was dynamic. At London’s Royal Festival 
Hall, critics were unanimous in placing the Toronto Symphony in the international class. 
After a tour of Japan in 1969, in which the orchestra played at the Osaka Festival, Ozawa 
left to take up his new post in San Francisco. His place was taken by Karel Ancerl, who founded 
and built the Czech Philharmonic. His death in 1973 left the Toronto Symphony without 

a Music Director. Some of the most promising young conductors from all over the world 
have been invited to make music in Toronto for the 1973-74 and 1974-75 seasons. 

During the 1973-74 season, the Toronto Symphony performed an average of three orchestral 
concerts each week. Members of the Orchestra are involved in educational projects, giving 

a further 235 recitals each year as soloists and in small ensembles. The Orchestra’s regular 
season runs from late autumn to the end of May in Toronto’s Massey Hall. For six weeks each 
year, the Toronto Symphony becomes an opera house orchestra, performing for the Canadian 
Opera Company, and at the end of the main season spends up to two weeks recording for 

the CBC. These weeks are devoted to New Canadian music. The 1974-75 season programming 
consists of various works by the following composors: Mahler, Bartok, Chopin, Strauss, 
Wagner, Beethoven, Elgar, Lutoslawski, Mendelssohn, Rimsky-Korsakov, Brahms, Mozart, 
Sibelius, Hindemith, Verdi, Elgar, Haydn, Glick, Block, Lukas Foss, Vaughan Williams, 
Rachmaninoff, Saint-Saens, Bruckner, Koyoma, Franck, André Prévost, Moussorgsky, 
Gershwin, Tchaikovsky. Andrew Davis, an organ scholar of Kings College Cambridge, has 
been appointed music director of the Toronto Symphony and will take up his duties at the 
beginning of the 1975-76 season.

When a chartered aircraft landed at Tuktoyaktuk, one morning in May 1973, the entire 
community of 600 men, women and children turned out to hear the Vancouver Radio 
Orchestra on a history-making tour of the Northwest Territories. The Orchestra is equally 
at home in Cape Dorset or in Ottawa. In an age when live radio broadcasts are virtually 
extinct on the major networks, the musicians of Canada’s West Coast seaport metropolis 
enjoy an enviable position among performing artists. Each week for the past 23 years, the 
CBC’s Vancouver Radio Orchestra has been heard in an hour-long broadcast under their 
conductor John Avison. Specialty of the orchestra is 17th-and 18th-century music but of 
particular interest is the fact that this orchestra of thirty — an ideal Haydn orchestra — is 
also a perfect instrument for contemporary experimentations. In 23 years of broadcasting, 
some sort of a record has been set with the performance of more than 650 new scores by 
contemporary composers from every nation. This 30-piece orchestra is designed to fill 

the gap in orchestral scope between small virtuoso string sinfonietta and full symphony 
orchestra John Avison, conductor, is well known as a leading Canadian musician and one 
of the few native born Canadians presently at the helm of a regularly established orchestra.

Joint concerts with regional orchestras. The joint concerts, as demonstrated in the 
Okanagan Valley, is an effective way of correlating local orchestral activity with a 
visiting touring orchestra. It involves a public joint rehearsal, workshop session with 

the various instruments, and a public constructing concert. This obviously eliminates any 
sense of competition by the visiting group. The concert usually takes place in mid- 
afternoon for school children and adults, with a school concert format, but equally 
geared towards broad community participation; since the school is the usual facility, 

it makes sense to involve the entire school body. But this seldom detracts from the 
general community interest.

The Vancouver Symphony Orchestra was founded 43 years ago. Meredith Davies, served as 
Conductor and Music Director from 1964 to 1970. The Orchestra is presently under the 

baton of young Japanese conductor, Kazuyoshi Akiyama. Musicians of international 

calibre have joined the Orchestra as principal and as supporting players; notably, Concertmaster 
Gerald Jarvis, who was most recently Co-leader of the London Philharmonic. Maestro 
Akiyama’s concert schedule includes guest appearances with North American and European 
orchestras. He continues to fulfill his commitments as Conductor to the Tokyo Symphony, New 
Japan Philharmonic, and to the Osaka Philharmonic. He is also Music Director of the American 
Symphony, succeeding Leopold Stokowski. To its Main Series concerts, the Orchestra has, 
within the last five years, added two pops series; one adult-oriented, the other especially 
devised for children. The Orchestra also performs a Great Composer series and a Twentieth 
Century series — the only symphonic series in North America devoted solely to contemporary 
music.

February 13, 1947, was the date of the official inception of the Winnipeg Symphony 
Orchestra. The Orchestra made its debut performance on December 16th, 1948. The concert 
was co-sponsored by the Winnipeg Musicians’ Association and the CBC. The Conductor was 
Dr. Walter Kaufmann who became the first resident conductor for the ensuing ten years. In 
its first season, the Orchestra performed six times but there was no consistent nucleus which 
played each concert together as an assembled body. The first nucleus was established in its 
tenth year. In 1958 WSO became a solid unit when a number of musicians signed a contract 
for 24 weeks. In that same year, Victor Feldbrill was appointed Conductor for the WSO. 

In is first season the Orchestra performed 36 times to an audience of over 51,000 people. The 
Women’s Committee sponsored 17 concerts to be performed for 19,000 Winnipeg school 
children. Special concerts, featuring soloists from the WSO, were held for small audiences. 
This annual program continues. On April 4th, 1968 the Winnipeg Symphony moved from the 
Civic Auditorium to its new home, the Manitoba Centennial Concert Hall. On September 28, 
1968 Viennese-born George Cleve came from St. Louis to become the Winnipeg Symphony’s 
third Conductor and Music Director. At the end of the 1969-70 season, George Cleve left 

as Music Director and the ultimate recipient of the Winnipeg music vote, in search of a new 
conductor, was the distinguished Italian maestro, Piero Gamba. The Winnipeg Symphony goes

year the musicians travel to many small towns in rural Manitoba. In 1972 the WSO was 
invited to represent Canada in the world-famous Cheltenham Festival in England. They have 
performed in concert halls, school rooms, churches and parks, and on television. 22 main 
subscription concerts have been held. The WSO 1973-74 programming consisted of various 
works by the following composers; Wagner, Prokofiev, Somers, Rachmaninoff, Rossini, 
Mozart, Strauss, Hindemith, Berg, Tchaikowsky, Operatic & Concert Arias by Mozart, Ravel, 
Verdi and others, Larsson, Walton, Schubert, Davies, Copland, Bach, Bruckner, Britten, 
Mozart, Brahms, Berlioz-

Basso Jan Rubes (rhymes with bluemesh) is a well known performer, frequently seen in opera, 
recital and as soloist with symphony orchestras, in films, and on radio and television. Born in 
Czechoslovakia, Jan Rubes achieved success first as an athlete, winning several championships 
in skiing and tennis.

The most salient feature of Factory Theatre Lab is its commitment to the development of 
Canadian theatre. It was on this commitment that Factory was founded four years ago, and it has 
been with an unswerving dedication to this task that Factory has operated throughout its 
existence. Factory Theatre Lab produces only Canadian plays. An important part of this theatre’s 
operation has, from the first, been the stimulation and development of new talent, especially in 
the field of play writing. On occasion, a play is chosen from the numbers submitted to the 
dramaturge (over 1,000 in 4 years) for development in the professional laboratory setting of the 
workshop. Professional actors and directors work on the plays for periods of 1 or 2 weeks 
followed by a rough staging of the works before invited writers and directors. The playwright is 
usually part of the workshop process. Beyond the endeavours undertaken within our own 4 walls 
(sometimes 8 walls) Factory has taken two major steps outside on behalf of the development of 
Canadian theatre: the successful tour of A Festival of Canadian Plays in London, England, in the 
fall of 1973, and, almost at the same time, the establishment of Factory Theatre West, with close 
policy ties to Toronto but an autonomous budget, in Calgary.

The goals and objectives of the National Arts Centre Theatre Department’s Hexagon Company is 
to tour a high quality professional company to schools with a performance designed to introduce 
students to the broad spectrum of drama as well as to give them an insight into the theatrical 
aspects inherent in other literature and musical forms; and workshops which provide a unique 
opportunity for both students and teachers to work with professional performers in a group 
theatrical activity. Lord Halewyn is the personification of evil, a corrupt spirit imprisoned in a 
human body. His necessary victims, the young women who hear his love song, are drawn, 
unresisting, to him, and to a cruel death; so subtle and powerful is the voice, so beautiful, so 
seductive the face, of perfect evil. But there is one, Purmelende of Ostrelande, the embodiment 
of innocence who resists, and through that resistance finds the will to love Halewyn. The story 
of these two lovers, caught in the entanglement of “‘total nature, the ecstasy of living and the 
horror of living’’, is a medieval theme treated with great dramatic power by an extraordinary 
contemporary playwright; it is a theme that is much in the mind of young people today.

The children’s theatre experiment company has performed in schools, day camps, parks, play- 
grounds, and camps for handicapped children. The special emphasis of the group is the perfor- 
mance of an original script for children followed by a workshop and discussion period designed 
to introduce children to professional theatre in performance and give them an idea of the 
mechanics and back stage techniques. 


Workshops / Discussion period 

To develop, through follow-up workshop period, an understanding of the various elements which 
come together to constitute the finished stage production. Actors and technicians demonstrate 
and involve students in discovering techniques and exercises which they use in rehearsal and 
performance. The intention is not only to present a performance, but give students a clear 

idea of what kinds of things are molded together to make a play.

Mermaid Theatre, Nova Scotia’s only travelling theatre company, has been visiting schools and 
community centres throughout the province for the past 2 years. The brainchild of Evelyn 
Garbary, Director of Drama at Acadia University in Wolfville, and Tom Miller, a young artist and 
teacher, Mermaid evolved from a summertime OYP into a full time operation in March of 1972 
when the company began to tour under the aegis of LIP. During this period the cast of 10 has 
performed for hundreds of thousands of spectators, many of them residents of scattered rural 
communities where live theatre had never before been performed. Mermaid travels with enough 
equipment to transform a community centre or one-room schoolhouse into a theatre. Its 
repertory includes classics such as Marlowe’s Doctor Faustus and The Merchant of Venice, but the 
company also offers a variety of indigenous material including a number of plays based on 
Micmac Indian legend. Mermaid has aimed not only to stimulate language development and an 
interest in theatre as entertainment, but to foster as well an appreciation of the visual arts. Using 
Acadia University in Wolfville, N.S. as its homebase, they set out regularly during the school year 
for 2-6 week tours. The company has won acclaim for its unique blend of live actors, masked 
dancers, mime, hand puppets and giant puppets, and plans future productions for the 1974-75 
season which will include French, English, Gaelic and Micmac material. 


Workshops / Discussion period 

Instructing workshop participants of all ages the various techniques of puppet construction and 
manipulation. Workshops for novices are offered in which elementary techniques are demonstrated, 
making use of available materials. Workshops for the more advanced student include instruction

The Mummers Play was once a traditional Christmas custom in Newfoundland. Its rhyming lines 
were passed down from ancient times by word of mouth and in most Newfoundland outports 
people would improvise costumes according to their part in the play and walk from house to 

house in the community during the 12 days of Christmas, performing in parlors and kitchens. 

The Mummers Play has not been seen in the island for at least 60 years. It lives today only in the 
memories of some of its old performers. That was until Christmas of 1972. As the first production 
of the newly-formed Resource Theatre Company, the Mummers Play was recovered from the back 
pages of folklore publications and the memories of older Newfoundland outport residents, and was 
given its first performance on Boxing Day 1972 in a St. John’s living room. For the rest of the 12 
days of Christmas, the Turkish Knight, King George, Doctor Hennessey, Beelzebub, Father 
Christmas and his Horse knocked on doors in and around St. John’s and performed the time- 
honoured ritual in over 40 kitchens, living rooms and taverns. The production was designed to 

be totally flexible and portable and to immediately adapt to every variety of performance space. 
Since close contact with the audience was inevitable, actors and audience interacted throughout 
the whole play, with spectators rising to take part in the action on many occasions. The production 
was documented by professional folklorists, and, in a radio adaptation recorded by CBC for 
national broadcast. As a result of this production, the Resource Theatre Company became 

known as the Mummers Troupe. 


Workshops / Discussion period

A 
delicate, sensitive and humorous work about two young people in Ireland. Theatre-in-Education: 
After two seasons of piloting the theatre-in-education programme, Playhouse Holiday will now 
move toward expansion by lengthening the performance schedule and offering programmes to 
outlying Vancouver school districts. The programmes next season will be designed for varying 
grade levels and will continue to experiment in form, technique and content. Rather than 
continually changing actor/ teacher teams, we will endeavor to maintain a constant and strong 
team of professionals throughout the season. This season marks the 21st anniversary of Playhouse 
Holiday. Formerly Holiday Theatre, it began its first season in 1953, the result of the dedication 
of Joy Coghill, Myra Benson, Jessie Richardson and several other discerning artists who were 
concerned with the lack of ‘“‘professional theatre” for the children and youth of British Colombia. 
The thrill of trail blazing and the reward of fulfilling a need kept Holiday growing, but it has 
always been a hand to mouth existence. In June of 1969, Holiday Theatre amalgamated with the 
Playhouse Theatre Centre to ensure the continuation of the children’s company. It became 
officially known as Playhouse Holiday.

As far back as 1857, amateur dramatics thrived in Victoria and Vancouver’s early daily, The 
Advertiser, was advertising Smith’s Comedy in late 1886. Since that time, Vancouver has seen 
many companies rise and fall — the majority seemingly with extremely short life-spans. Amateur 
dramatics flourished where professional actors, seeking to establish their own companies, failed. 
In 1962, the City of Vancouver opened the Queen Elizabeth Playhouse — a theatre with 647 
seats adjacent to the Queen Elizabeth Auditorium. For six years, the Vancouver International 
Festival provided opera while the Freddie Wood Theatre provided semi-professional dramatics. 

A feasibility study on professional theatre was done by the Community Arts Council under the 
leadership of Alex Walton. The Vancouver Little Theatre Association, the Dominion Drama 
Festival, the University of British Columbia and the Frederick Wood Theatre, the CBC and the 
Vancouver International Festival and Holiday Theatre were some of the agencies who fostered the 
interest, gathered the artists and laid the foundation for the birth of the company that was 
officially incorporated in November 1962. Michael Johnston was the first producer, manager and 
designer. He mounted 6 productions in the first year. Their artistic directors were Malcolm 
Black, Joy Coghill, Paxton Whitehead and presently Christopher Newton. They have played 
before a total audience of over half a million people. Its amalgamation with Holiday Theatre has 
given The Playhouse an active childrens Theatre.

Studio Lab Theatre was formed as a professional children’s theatre company in 1964 by Ernest 
Schwarz. After 2 years of operation the company began its programme of touring-taking plays to 
children, especially the underprivileged and the uninitiated. In late 1966 Studio Lab Theatre began 
its theatre school. The children’s theatre is now active 52 weeks of the year. In the spring and fall, 
it tours Ontario. Winter is spent working out of Toronto in the schools, libraries and theatre. Last 
fall the company represented Canada at the International Children’s Theatre Festival in Venice 
and remained to tour Italy. All works are experimental, shaped by the script, director, musical 
director, resident playwrights and the cast. The audience is encouraged to participate. The aim of 
Studio Lab is to provide educational community theatre — theatre that has developed from the 
experience of those working in it and reflecting the community around it.

Croches and P’tite-Téte, the puppets chose a few children to come to the stage and play with 
them. Theatre des Pissenlits presents shows for Francophone children living in North-America. In 
the seventies the artists present La Fontaine adapted to our lives of this day and age and ina 
language easily understood by the young. The show can play practically everywhere on a tra- 
ditional stage or gymnasium. A maximum of 400 children are accepted at each presentation. 

The show is about one hour. “You won’t need an interpreter to follow this French play”.

Our production of The Donnellys represents a milestone in the development of Theatre London. It 
is a documentary drama based on events which took place in this area less than a hundred years 
ago. It was written and researched by one of Theatre London’s actors; original music composed by 
Theatre London’s Musical Director; performed by our combined Resident and Young Company; 
augmented by community actors; designed by Heinar Piller. It is community theatre in the truest 
sense. We followed the actual sequel of events and used many authentic reports and documents, 
however, the wealth of material forced us to be very selective. We had to simplify time sequences. 
Some characters in the play are combinations of several individuals and others are pure fiction. 
You can argue with our romantic approach and our pro-Donnelly stand. I feel that our Canadian 
history often appears dull because it is related by dull people. It is unlikely that the Donnelly 
family were as pure and misunderstood as they appear in our story, on the other hand, no 

human being deserves to be slaughtered like the 5 members of this ill-fated family. For this reason 
we cannot help taking sides or feeling for them. It is, as in any artistic endeavour, a very personal 
view-point. From the ashes of the magnificent old Grand Opera House the remarkable history of 
Theatre London began with the opening of the new Grand Opera House, Sept 9, 1901. Between 
1901 and the headline announcement, “Amalgamation of 3 Dramatic Groups Brings Realization 
of 30-year Dream in Little Theatre Movement in London.”’ The London Little Theatre was off 
the ground! In the Spring of 1971, the decision was made. London Little Theatre, now Theatre 
London would begin a 3-year programme to become a fully professional regional theatre under 
Artistic Director, Heinar Piller.

“Le Théatre Populaire du Québec undertakes its eleventh season this year. Created in 1963, the 
idea of a touring group developed first under the artistic direction of Jean Valcourt, followed by 
Jean Bérand, René Dussault and André Duranleau. The group was first called Centre Dramatique 
du Conservatoire. Here, mostly french classics were produced for touring. Later the name was 
changed into Théatre populaire du Québec, its mission was enlarged, Québec plays and contem- 
porary plays were added and they tried to reach the widest circle of audiences possible in all 
regions of the province. In 1969, Albert Millaire took over from Jean Valcourt and with him The 
Grand Cirque Ordinaire was created. In 1972, the Grand Cirque Ordinaire has come down almost 
to complete silence but Fernand Quirion assured its existence by giving it a financial base again 
under Jean-Guy Sabourin as artistic director and Réjean Martel, administrative director.

Toronto Workshop Productions — pioneers in the encouragement of new playwrights and the 
mounting of original Canadian works — were impressed with Barry Broadfoot’s book Ten Lost 
Years. The stage adaptation was dramatized by Cedric Smith and Jack Winter with Smith also 
composing an original musical score. A one-hour drama special of TWP’s Ten Lost Years will be 
aired on the CBC Dec 7. The period of the “dirty thirties’? was an intensely personal experience 
for a multitude of Canadians who endured or witnessed the hardship of unemployment, the 
embarrassment of public welfare, the endless search for work. . . No one, even those born long 
after the fact, remains untouched in someway by those times. TWP opened the Ontario 

Theatre Festival 1974 with a special performance of Ten Lost Years. The Toronto Globe and Mail 
critic Herbert Whittaker named it the hit of Toronto’s theatrical season where it ran for a record 
17 week run. TWP was founded in 1959 by George Luscombe. The vitality of TWP has always 
depended on its ability to produce original work devised and improvised in the theatre with the 
writer present whenever possible. It represented Canada in 1969 at the prestigious Venice Bienale 
with two new works, Che Guevara and Mr. Bones and appeared at the first international theatre 
festival held at Brandies University. In 1970 it produced its own version of the famous Chicago 
8’s conspiracy trials with a show called Chicago 70. The company was invited to bring it to New 
York where it played for 8 weeks and a film was also made of Chicago 70 with the TWP company.

Young People’s Theatre was incorporated in 1966 as a non-profit organization to establish ‘‘a 
living Canadian theatre for young people”. They have almost a1000°/, audience growht in 7 
years. But YPT is less concerned with its own growth than with the growth in the acceptance of 
an ideal it held at the outset — theatre as a natural, integral part of a child’s experience. In March 
1973, Herbert Whittaker wrote: “Young People’s Theatre offers a great training programme in 
theatre. It trains audiences, performers and directors, and its training playwrights, too. . .”. 
Young People’s Theatre has given increasing numbers of young performers and writers 
employment and a chance to grow in the craft for which they have been trained. A good example 
is the production of Silent Edward. Here, a young writer-composer, Desmond McAnuff, and six 
actors (all of them products of college and university theatre courses) have been able to put their 
training where it counts, in front of audiences, as professionals. The critics’ reference to training 
audiences is not facetious; it reflects the YPT conviction that an audience, particularly an 
audience of children, should be more than a group of passive spectators. Often young YPT 
audiences are directly involved in the working out of a plot, and after all performances in 
schools, the youngsters are given time to discuss the play with the actors, to give their own inter- 
pretation of the play, argue their points of view, stretch their minds and use their creativity 
through theatre.

Canadian Mime Theatre was founded in 1969 by Brian Doherty and Adrian Pecknold. Their first 
tour was through the North West Territories followed then from Vancouver to Halifax. In 1971 
they performed the world premiere of Alex Nagy’s full length mime drama The Lamp Lighter at 
the National Arts Centre. In 1972, on invitation from ASSITEJ, the Canadian Mime Theatre 
represented Canada at the Second International Youth Theatre Festival in Sofia, Bulgaria. They 
have been invited back to tour Bulgaria in 1974. They will also be visiting England, Denmark and 
Fast Germany. On their return to Canada, they will do a 6 week tour of Ontario. In feb 1974, 
they opened the first school of mime in Canada. The twelve-week’s course, “Introduction to 
Mime” is a prelude to a six-months’ intensive training course commencing Sept 30, 1974.

They were convinced that a small company joining the two silent arts (dance and mime) would be 
a good idea — and they were right! ” This company has an extremelywide range, being equally 

at home in classical or jazz dance, white-face mime or farce. The group’s primary purpose however 
is to entertain. The student’s programme begins with a 10min introduction into mime and dance 
to objectively acquaint the student with these 2 unique art forms, by means of a series of short 
scenes. We then move quickly into the performance, about thirty-five minutes, which has a silent 
revue format. The student at this point is being entertained however at the same time is shown a 
multitude of examples wherein dance and mime are used as expressions of communication. The 
involvement of the student is the creative process of thought unconsciously used in performances 
of this nature. It is the goal of the Canadian Silent Players in this presentation to let the student 
experience and explore the creativity within himself. The conclusion is a 10min question and 
answer period, wherein the Canadian Silent Players will further explore the techniques shown. 


Workshops 

These are designed to the special needs for teachers and students and can be held before or after 
the performance, lasting approximately 1/2hr to 45min. The workshop is optional but we will 
need to know at the time of booking, so that we may schedule subsequent performances. The 
workshops can be divided into 4 categories (jazz, modern, classical, mime) with approximately 
25 students each. Teachers are invited to participate and/or take a break.

Forger of Swords performed in the Kabuki Theatre style; Negatives sequential arrangement of the 
difficult movements demonstrating body and mind, (intermission). Kid Pipling, Sports Hero, 

Mr. Pipling Proposes Marriage; these three pieces depict man’s struggle against 20th century. 
Trees: life of a tree from seed to death accompanied by Vivaldi’s Four Seasons. In 1968 Paul 
Gaulin joined an acting school in Toronto working as a surveyor days and studying at night. 
Later in the year, a visiting German mime artist encouraged Paul to give up his job and study 
mime full time. In 1969 Paul left for Paris but it was with some difficulty that he got in touch 
with Etienne Decroux, the founder of modern mime and Marcel Marceau’s teacher, and was 
accepted as a pupil. Later, when speaking to M. Marceau after one of his performances, Paul was 
accepted by Marceau as a pupil. For extended periods over the next three years, Paul attended 
Decroux’s classes in the morning and Marceau’s in the afternoon. He is, to the best of his know- 
ledge, the only pupil to be accepted and taught by both masters. In Nov 1969 Paul returned to 
Toronto to teach at the Toronto Actors Studio, and performed at Passe Muraille, Hart House and 
Studio Lab Theatres. In June 1970 Paul returned to Paris to study where he formed his own 
company and performed nightly on the streets of Paris. While in Paris, he also appeared with 
Marceau in various medias (French network TV, feature films and stage performances). Gaulin’s 
teaching career began in Paris. In May 1972 he returned to Toronto to establish the first mime 
school in North America offering full courses in Decroux, Marceau, and Gaulin techniques.

Claude St-Denis, born in Montreal, is Canada’s leading mime-a great creator and performer in the 
ancient art of pantomime. He speaks the universal language of the silent gesture, the speechless 
expression. In 1956, when only 21, Claude St-Denis won first prize in the inter-provincial com- 
petition “The Golden Crown”. During the next ten years he travelled extensively in Canada and 
Europe. In 1965, he created a film which won honourable mention in the Montreal International 
Festival. A year later he appeared in featured mime and comedy roles in the first colour film 
distributed over the television networks of Canada, France, Switzerland, Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg; and Telescope of CBC Toronto devoted a half-hour to Claude St-Denis’s accomplished 
art. Says St-Denis of his art: “We all mime every day, from cradle to grave for the most part 
unconsciously... .Mime has been part of the theatre from ancient times, sharing the fortunes of 
both tavern and church as it embellished everything from primitive expressions to the highest 
virtues, and the most sophisticated of modern day sentiment. . . .”

Coad Canada Puppets is a professional puppet-theatre troupe based in Western Canada. In 
addition to the major theatre-type production such as Master Peter’s Puppet Show with the 
Vancouver Symphony Orchestra, The Tinderbox and The Boy Who Could Sing Pictures, the 
company travels some 16,000 miles each year bringing their work to thousands of school 

children in British Columbia. By invitation the company has performed at numerous international 
puppetry festivals and in 1965 Luman Coad won a first prize for his show at the Third Inter- 
national Festival of Puppet Theatres in Bucharest, Rumania-the only North American to win

Two clowns, perform a number of 
tricks and antics to the music of Dutch street organs. There is no dialogue, just a number of short 
scenes, all funny, light-hearted and easy for even the youngest audience to follow. The Little 
Prince is an adaptation by Johan Vandergun of Antoine de Saint-Exupery’s story. The Stone 
Mason is an all-Eastern folk story. The formation of Lampoon Puppet Theatre in Sept of 1972 
was a combination of Johan Vandergun, an experienced designer-craftsman originally from the 
Netherlands, and Alison Vandergun, who studied fine arts and drama at the University of Guelph.

Joyce Ozier, Robert Cook and Frank Masie, individuals working collectively on a form of expe- 
rimental theatre involving kites, balloons and other visual elements in the sky.
